Froman aircraft at about 
250 metres, the Rabies Unit 
staff will distribute baits 
made of a waxy substance 
flavoured with chicken and 
cod ot] essence to attract 
foxes. Embedded in each 
bait is a blister pack con- 
taining 1.8 mullilitres of a 
special rabies vaccine. 
When a fox eats the bait 
containing this vaccine it is 
protected from rabies, thus 
preventing the spread of the 


disease.

newspapers both in big cit- 
ies and smaller communi- 
ties like our own tocut back 
in either size or format or 
both in an effort to decrease 
the amount of newsprint 
purchased. 

To put the entire picture 
in context, imagine the hue 
and cry from consumers if 
the cost of gasoline sud- 
denly skyrocketed from 57 
cents a litre to approxt- 
mately $1.a litre.

Local trustees not sold on amalgamation proposal 


Local trustees are con- 
cemed over a recommen- 
dation t0 amalgamate the 
Hastings County and Prince 
Edward County Boards of 
Education. 

The Ontario School 
Board Reduction Task 
Force made the recommen- 
dation te have the two 
school boards amalgamate 
into One operation, in its 
report that was released last 
Wednesday. 

If the two boards were to 
come together it would cre- 
ate a student population of 
23,500 (20,000 from the 
Hastings Board and 3,500 
from the Prince Edward 
Board). 

The task force also rec- 
ommended only seven trus- 
tees represent and make 
decisions for local taxpay- 
ers for the new board. Cur- 
rently 35 school board trus- 


tees make up the two boards 
combined. ~ 


The new board would 
realize a cost savings be- 
cause it would require only 
one director, 28 fewer trus- 
tees and their honorariums 
and maybe only one admin- 
istrative office, instead of 
the current two. But these 
Savings could be eaten up 
by increased salaries. Un- 


derthe Labor Standards Act 
whenever two contract 
agreements are combined, 
employees automatically 
receive the highest of the 
two pay scales, board offi- 
cials said 

Locai trustee Grace 
McKeown said if the task 
force could prove there 
would be a cost reduction 
she would be all for it, but 
no cost figures have been 
provided. She stated she 
proposed reducing the 
number of school board 
trustees in Hastings County 
by one or two, but no other 
trustee submitted the pro- 
posal. 

The proposed amalga- 
mation would create too 
vast area for trustees to rep- 
resent, McKeown said. She 
added that the distance be- 
tween Picton to Maynooth 


is equal to the distance be- . 


tween Belleville to Toronto. 

Local trustee Marylea 
Burtt also. has a problem 
with the geography, stating 
it wouldn't-be fair to ask 
seven trustees to represent 
such a vast area.

Corn silage expected to mature 


By D. F. Young 


The hot, dry summer has 
pushed crop maturity ahead 
over much of Ontario. 

In most areas, corm heat 
units are 200 or more points 
ahead of normal for this 
time of year. Corn silage 
growers will have to moni- 
tortheircropcaretully to be 
sure of proper harvest date. 

In most cases, corn si- 
lage will mature two to three 
weeks ahead of normal: The 
best indication of maturity 
ts tocheck the milk line ina 
com ‘kernel to determine 
actual cob maturity. 

Corn silage should be 
harvested at 65 to.70 per 
cent moisture when the milk 
line is one-half way down 
the kernel. For a conven- 


tonal upright silo, the ideal - 


moisture is around 65 per 
cent whichis reached when 
the milk line is two-thirds 
the way down the keel.

For bunker silos, the 70 
per cent moisture is reached 
when the milk line is about 
half-way down. For sealed 
structures, the black line 
maturity is optimum where 
the whole*plant moisture 
will be 50 to 60 per cent. 
Length of cut for corn si- 
lage is also important--nor- 
mally 3/8 to 1/2 inch ts a 
desired cut length, butif the 
corn becomes drier, the 
length should be reduced 
by one-quarter inch. 

The single mostcommon 
silage making mistake is 
chopping too dry--a real 
possibility this year. Often 
the plant will appear greener 
than usual but growers are 
concemed about runoff if 
moisture is too high. Keep- 
ing the cutter knives sharp 
will also reduce runoff 
where there is less damage 
because of bruising. Plan 
ahead--keep a close watch

It's a member of the Cen- 
tre & South Hastings Recy- 
cling Board, and as such, 
has been a part of the exten- 
sive blue box, Composting 
and other 3R initiatives the 
Quinte area is becoming 
famous for. ~ 

Unt this spring, its waste 
Management system was 


_ typical pf -less populated 


tural municipalities, with no 

curbside collection of gar- 
bage or recyclables. Every- 
one brought their waste to 
the local transfer site. 

The capture rate for 
recyclables from this depot 
was only 60 kilograms per 
household per year, which 
was about one-third of the 
Capture rate in surrounding 
municipalities offering 
curbside collection. 

Faced with these low 
capture rates, and upping 
fees of almost $100 per 
tonne for garbage. the 


Township took a long hard 
look at its options. It also 
held several public meet- 
ings, where a majority of 
the public supported a full 


user-pay system that would 
remove waste from the tax 


bull. 


As a result Tyendinaga 
launched a new system in 
March, wrth bi-weekly 
curbside collection of 
recyclables, and a$2 charge 
for each-and every bag of 
garbage brought to the trans- 
fer site. 

This new system sent a 
clear message to household- 
ers, encouraging diversion 
and discouraging disposal. 
therefore turning the tables 
on the old system which let 
you throw out all you want, 
and did not make recycling 
particularly convenient. 


Apparently Tyendinaga ey 


residents read the message 
loud and clear: the curbside 
recycling program ig pick- 
ing up three times the 


_ amount of recyclables cap- 


tured by the old depot sys- 
tem. 

At the transfer site the 
Township is having to send 
only two bins a month to the 
landfill, comparéd to the 10 
or II bins they were aver- 
aging in the old system. 

More recycling will also 
have a positive impact on 
Tyendinaga’s bottom line. 
With a fifth as much gar 
bage having to be disposed 
of, overall waste manage- 
ment costs should be way 
down.

Responsible Ontario 
firearms owners who have 
successfully completed pro- 
vincial training courses can 
acquire a Firearms Acqui- 
sition Certificate (FAC) 
without taking a new test. 
says Natural Resources 
Minister Chns Hodgson. 


However, those wishing 
to avoid the unnecessary 
duplication of exams must 
apply to obtain or renew an 
FAC by Dec. 31st, 1995. 
After that time, federal law 
will require all firearms 
owners who apply for an 
FAC to take an exam.

Women In Crisis will 
stage its fifth annual “Take 
Back The Night” march for 
women and children on 
Wednesday, Sept. 27th 
starting from Victoria Hall 
in Cobourg. 

The marchers will meet 
at 7:30 p.m: and walk for 15 
to 20 minutes. Destination 
will be the Market Building 
where they will hear speak- 
ers. 

The “Take Back The 
Night” march ts a symbolic 
action in which women and 
children reclaim the nght to 
walk at night, without male 
escort, free from the fear of 
sexual harassment, or 
sexual assault. It is an ac- 
tion stating the recognition 
that violence against 
women and children is per- 
vasive in our society. It is a 
protest against this ongoing 
violence. 

Women In Crisis have, 
however, indicated their 
recognition that many men 
are Concerned about the is- 


sue of male violence against 
women. These men are 
strongly encouraged to 
show their support by pro- 
viding child care for their 
partners or friends so they 
can attend the march.
